SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING ON DIIBOUTI INCIDENT - 

SOMALI AMBASSADOR HUSSEIN TOLD AMBASSADOR BENNETT, WHO WAS 
ACTING AS SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT, THAT SOMALIA STILL INSISTED 
UPON AN SC MEETING, REGARDLESS OF THE RELEASE OF THE CHILD, SINCE 
’BASIC ELEMENTS FOR TENSION REMAIN." HE SUGGESTED FEBRUARY 10, 
NOTING SPECIAL SOMALI ENVOY ARRIVING IN NEW YORK EVENING 
FEBRUARY 9. FRENCH AMBASSADOR DE GUIRINGAUD, WHO TALKED WITH 
AMBASSADOR BENNETT SEPARATELY, SAID AS FAR AS FRENCH ARE 
CONCERNED THE "INCIDENT IS OVER," BUT IF SOMALIA INSISTED ON A 
MEETING HE WOULD POINT OUT HOW THE PLOT ORIGINATED IN SOMALIA. 

AT INFORMAL SC CONSULTATIONS, DE GUIRINGAUD INDICATED HE WAS 
PREPARED TO SHOW IN FORMAL MEETING THAT SOMALI ALLEGATIONS OF 
FRENCH AGGRESSION WERE WITHOUT FOUNDATION. HE AT FIRST ASKED 
FOR FEBRUARY 9 MEETING IF SOMALIS INSISTED, BUT AGREED TO 
WAIT UNTIL FEBRUARY 10 IN THE HOPE THAT BILATERAL TALKS COULD 
SETTLE THE MATTER. SC PRESIDENT MOYNIHAN SAID HE WAS AGREEABLE 
TO TALKING WITH THE VARIOUS PARTIES. TANZANIAN REPRESENTATIVE 
SALIM TOLD MOYNIHAN HE WOULD SPEAK TO THE SOMALIS BUT WAS 
DOUBTFUL HE COULD DISSUADE THEM FROM MEETING. 

DE GUIRINGAUD TOLD MOYNIHAN HE HAD INFORMED SOMALIS AND SALIM 
THAT FRANCE HAS EVIDENCE AS TO HOW SOMALIA BACKED THE KIDNAPPING 
AND ALLOWED ACCOMPLICES TO BE ON THEIR SIDE OF THE BORDER AND 
THAT FIRING ON THE FRENCH DID INDEED TAKE PLACE FROM THE SOMALI 
SIDE OF THE BORDER. HE IMAGINES THAT TANZANIANS AND OTHER 
AFRICANS ARE NOT ANXIOUS TO HAVE AFRICANS SPLIT IN PUBLIC ONCE 
AGAIN, AND HE SAID SOMALI REPRESENTATIVE IS ASKING HIS GOVERNMENT 
ONCE MORE WHETHER MEETING IS NECESSARY OR WHETHER JOINT 
ANNOUNCEMENT COULD BE MADE. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE -

SECURITY COUNCIL CANDIDACIES - 

AT WESTERN EUROPEAN AND OTHERS GROUP MEETING, MALTESE 
REPRESENTATIVE STATED HE EXPECTED THAT AT GROUP'S NEXT MEETING 
MALTA WOULD STAND DOWN FOR 1977-78 SECURITY COUNCIL SEAT. 

HE ALSO EXPRESSED INTEREST IN GROUP ENDORSEMENT FOR ECOSOC SEAT. 
CANADIANS NOW INTEND TO PRESS FOR FORMAL ENDORSEMENT OF FRG 
AND CANADIAN SC CANDIDACIES AT NEXT GROUP MEETING.

THE U.S. AND ILO ~ 

ELIMANE KANE (MAURITANIA), NEW DIRECTOR OF ILO LIAISON OFFICE 
TO UN IN NEW YORK, TOLD AMBASSADOR MOYNIHAN HE KNEW WHAT LET 
TO THE SUBMISSION OF THE U.S. LETTER OF INTENT, BUT, HE 
STATED, THE U.S. IS NOT ISOLATED AND SHOULD PLAY THE SAME ROLE 
OF FIGHTING BACK IN THE ILO AS IT PLAYED AT THE UN. IF THE 
GOVERNMENT REPRESENTATION AT ILO HAS NOT DONE SO, IT SHOULD. 

HE POINTED OUT THAT THE PLO HAD BEEN GIVEN A POSITION IN THE 
ILO AS ONLY A SECOND CATEGORY OBSERVER, SUCH AS, FOR EXAMPLE, 
ICFTU. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 476) 
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UN COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN (CTB) COMMITTEE - 

AMBASSADOR BENNETT EXPRESSED DOUBT AT MEETING OF WESTERN 
EUROPEANS AND OTHERS ABOUT REALISM OF UN COMPREHENSIVE TEXT BAN 
COMMITTEE EXERCISE IN LIGHT OF STATED VIEWS OF TWO NUCLEAR 
WEAPON STATES (CHINA AND FRANCE) NOT TO PARTICIPATE. GERMANS 
SAID THERE IS NO WAY TO CALL A MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE SINCE 
THE PRE-CONDITIONS (PARTICIPATION OF ALL NWS) HAVE NOT BEEN 
MET. BELGIANS. DUTCH AND DANES WERE CONVINCED THAT THE SOVIETS 
WOULD PRESS TO SET UP THE COMMITTEE. ITALIANS WERE READY TO 
COOPERATE ON THE COMMITTEE PROVIDED AT LEAST "THE U.S. AND 
USSR" ALSO PARTICIPATE. CANADIANS WOULD PARTICIPATE ONLY IF 
MORE THAN ONE NWS DID. RAE (CANADA) THOUGHT THE COMMITTEE 
SHOULD BE APPROACHED FROM THE STANDPOINT OF ITS LACK OF 
REALISM RATHER THAN ON LEGAL GROUNDS, AND SPANISH AND GREEK 
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REPRESENTATIVES SUGGESTED IT WOULD BE USEFUL TO ESTABLISH 
THE COMMITTEE TO DEMONSTRATE ITS FUTILITY. LATER, LOGAN 
(UK) INFORMED US THAT UNDER SECRETARY BUFFUM SAID HE WOULD 
SUBMIT A REPORT OF THE VIEWS OF REGIONAL GROUP CHAIRMEN 
AND NWS TO GA PRESIDENT THORN AND THAT THORN COULD THEN SIMPLY 
CIRCULATE HIS OWN REPORT ON THE CTB COMMITTEE AS A "FINAL"

TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL PROVISIONAL AGENDA - 

UKUN LEGAL MEMORANDUM FORESEES THAT THE SECRETARIAT MAY 
DECIDE TO INCLUDE IN THE TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL'S 1976 PROVISIONAL 
AGENDA ONE OR MORE ITEMS EXPLICITLY RELATED TO GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
RECOMMENDATIONS. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 477) 
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SEABED CONSULTATIONS - 

BRAZILIAN GROUP (BRAZIL, U.S., CHILE, SINGAPORE, MEXICO, PERU,

(FUNCTIONS OF THE LOS AUTHORITY) WHICH WOULD REFLECT PARALLEL

OF ARTICLE 24 (ORGANS OF THE AUTHORITY). DISCUSSION OF ARTICLE 
25 (THE ASSEMBLY) FOCUSED ON A VARIETY OF SUGGESTIONS PUT FORWARD 
BY LDC'S FOR SOLVING DEVELOPED COUNTRY CONCERNS WITH PROCEDURES 
FOR DECISION MAKING IN THE ASSEMBLY THAT WOULD PROTECT 
INDISTRIALIZED COUNTRY INTERESTS. CONSIDERING ARTICLE 27 (THE 
COUNCIL) IN GENERAL TERMS, LDC REPRESENTATIVES APPEARED TO 
REJECT WEIGHTED VOTING AND VOTING BY CHAMBER BUT THEY INDICATED 
WILLINGNESS TO AGREE TO A VOTING SYSTEM BY WHICH INDISTRIALIZED 
COUNTRIES. ACTING TOGETHER AND WITH SOME SMALL SUPPORT FROM 
LDC'S, COULD BE ASSURED OF A VETO. THERE WAS A DIFFICULT BUT 
CONSTRUCTIVE PRELIMINARY DISCUSSION OF ANNEX I, BUT RESULTS 
WERE INCONCLUSIVE. THE FULL ENGO GROUP MET LATER TO DISCUSS 
ARTICLE 22 AND ON FEBRUARY 9 ENGO SUBMITTED A REVISED 
ARTICLE 22 WHICH WAS NEARLY IDENTICAL TO BRAZILIAN GROUP

UN EMERGENCY ASSISTANCE TO GUATEMALA - 

USUN'S UNDERSTANDING OF UN-RELATED DISASTER ACTIVITIES IN 
GUATEMALA IS: GUATEMALA OFFICIALLY REQUESTED UN RELIEF ASSISTANCE 
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FEBRUARY 6; TWO UNDRO REPRESENTATIVES ARE IN GUATEMALA 
COOPERATING WITH UNDP RESREP IN COORDINATING UN OPERATIONS; 
UN-OPERATED RADIO LINK CONNECTING GUATEMALA CITY WITH GENEVA, 
THROUGH NEW YORK, SHOULD BE OPERATING BY FEBRUARY 10. 
EXPENDITURES HAVE BEEN AUTHORIZED BY: UNDRO - $20,000; 

UNDP PROGRAM RESERVE - $20,000; UNICEF - $75,000 FOR

COMMITTEE ON CONFERENCES - 

THE COMMITTEE DECIDED FEBRUARY 6 TO HOLD A SERIES OF MEETINGS 
EARLY IN MARCH TO CONSIDER GENERAL QUESTIONS RELATED TO THE 
SERVICING OF UN MEETINGS. DIFFICULTIES INVOLVED IN SERVICING 
A SESSION JUNE 1-11 PLANNED BY THE AD HOC COMMITTEE ON 
RESTRUCTURING WERE DISCUSSED, AND CHAIRMAN THOMAS (TRINIDAD 
AND TOBAGO) IS TO CONSULT WITH THE SECRETARIES OF THE FOUR OTHER 
BODIES MEETING IN THAT PERIOD TO SEE IF ANY OF THEIR MEETINGS 
CAN BE RESCHEDULED OR POSTPONED. THEIT (EGYPT) WAS ELECTED 
UNANIMOUSLY AS VICE CHAIRMAN AND KHAL (BANGLADESH) AS 
RAPPORTEUR. 

COMMITTEE ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY FOR DEVELOPMENT (CSTD) - 

CHAIRMAN DA COSTA (BRAZIL) SUMMARIED VIEWS EXPRESSED IN DEBATE 
THUS FAR ON THE UN SCIENCE POLICY AND PLANS FOR THE CONFERENCE 
ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY. OTHERS WHO SPOKE FEBRUARY 6 
WERE REPRESENTATIVES OF CANADA, BRAZIL, INDONESIA, KENYA, 

AUSTRIA, EGYPT AND ARGENTINA. 

THE CHAIRMAN NOTED A CERTAIN CONSENSUS TO GET BY WITH EXISTING 

INSTITUTIONAL ARRANGEMENTS RATHER THAN TO FORM A SEPARATE UN 

PROGRAM WITH ITS OWN GOVERNING BODY. THE COMMITTEE.HE 

SAID, SHOULD ACT ON PREPARATORY WORK FOR THE CONFERENCE. WHEN 

MAKING NATIONAL PREPARATIONS EACH COUNTRY, IN LISTING ITS 

OWN PROBLEMS TO WHICH SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY COULD BE APPLIED. 

WOULD HELP FORMULATE UN POLICY. THERE SEEMED AGREEMENT 

THAT THE CONFERENCE SHOULD BE ACTION-ORIENTED, ATTENDED BY 

POLICY-MAKERS, SHOULD DEAL WITH THE APPLICATION OF SCIENCE 

AND TECHNOLOGY TO DEVELOPMENT, AND SHOULD NOT AMOUNT TO A KIND 

OF "PENALTY" IMPOSED BY THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES ON THE DEVELOPED 

ONES. IT SHOULD HELP BRIDGE THE GAP BETWEEN DEVELOPED 

AND DEVELOPING NATIONS. DA COSTA BELIEVED AT LEAST THREE YEARS 

WOULD BE NECESSARY FOR ADEQUATE PREPARATION. HE SUGGESTED 
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THREE STAGES: 1) THE CSTD, POSSIBLY WITH INCREASED MEMBERSHIP. 
SHOULD BE THE PREPARATORY COMMITTEE, AND A "SMALL DELEGATION" 

OF COMMITTEE MEMBERS MIGHT BE NAMED TO SERVE ON THE OTHER 
PREPARATORY STRUCTURES; 2) A SECRETARIAT IN WHICH MEMBERS 
OF THE SPECIALIZED AGENCIES WOULD BE DIRECTLY INVOLVED ON 
A FULL-TIME BASIS, WITH THE DIRECTOR OF THE UN OFFICE FOR 
SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY AS COORDINATOR; AND 3) AN INDEPENDENT 
CONFERENCE SECRETARY GENERAL CHOSEN FROM A DEVELOPING COUNTRY 
AS A GUARANTEE THAT THE CONFERENCE WOULD NOT "STRAY INTO THE 
AREA OF PURE SCIENCE.” 

ANGOLAN REFUGEES IN NAMIBIA AND SOUTH AFRICA - 

THE UN CIRCULATED SOUTH AFRICAN FOREIGN MINISTER MULLER'S 
LETTER TO THE SECRETARY GENERAL DATED FEBRUARY 6 (S/1 1970) 

WHICH REFERS TO HIS JANUARY 22 REQUEST THAT THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL ASK THE UN HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR REFUGEES TO ASSIST 
IN RESOLVING THE PROBLEM OF ANGOLAN REFUGEES IN NAMIBIA 
AND SOUTH AFRICA. MULLER STATES THAT THE HIGH COMMISSIONER 
HAS NOT TAKEN ANY ACTION. SOUTH AFRICA IS NOW CARING FOR 
OVER 1 1,000 DISPLACED PERSONS AND AN ADDITIONAL 1,000 ARE 
REPORTED TO BE HEADING FOR THE CAMPS, WHICH SOUTH AFRICA 
CANNOT MAINTAIN INDEFINITELY. IMMEDIATE RELIEF MEASURES ARE 
REQUIRED, AND SOUTH AFRICA WOULD LIKE TO LEARN URGENTLY 
WHETHER THE HIGH COMMISSIONER PROPOSES TO GIVE MEANINGFUL 
ASSISTANCE IN THE NEAR FUTURE, MULLER WROTE. (USUN 482) 

VISITING MISSION TO TRUST TERRITORY - 

THE BRITISH, ON BEHALF TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL (TC) PRESIDENT 
MURRAY (UK), ASKED THAT THE 1976 VISITING MISSION TO THE 
TRUST TERRITORY OF THE PACIFIC ISLANDS BE POSTPONED ONE WEEK IF 
POSSIBLE, AND AS RESULT MISSION IS SCHEDULED TO ARRIVE IN 
HONOLULU MARCH 1. SOVIETS INFORMED TC SECRETARY THAT THEY WILL 
NOT PARTICIPATE IN THE VISITING MISSION. (USUN 480) 

UK LETTER ON RRS SHACKLETON INCIDENT - 

UK ACTING REPRESENTATIVE SENT THE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT 
A LETTER (S/1 1972) STATING THAT HMG REJECTS THE ARGENTINE 
CLAIM TO EXERCISE MARITIME JURISDICTION IN THE AREA (87 MILES 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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SOUTH OF CAPE PEMBROKE, FALKLAND ISLANDS) WHERE THE ARGENTINE 
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DESTROYER INTERCEPTED THE TOYAL RESEARCH SHIP SHACKLETON. 
THE LETTER ALSO STATES THAT HMG RESERVES THE RIGHT TO REQUEST, 
AT A LATER STAGE, THAT THE SC TAKE APPROPRIATE ACTION IN 
RESPECT OF THIS UNLAWFUL AND VIOLENT ACTION ON THE HIGH 
SEAS. (USUN483)
